THE COMMISSION A FARCE. 
DISGUSTING CONDUCT OF CHINESE

Foochow, Augual 20. 
The Kev Me Star, who wont up with the 
Commission of Iaquiry to Kucheng, retura- 
ed here this afferavon, with despatches, 
haying. left that pluce at 5 o.m, yesterday. 
The Chinese Officials with the Commision, 
of whom tha Protect vf the Provinos is the 
highest, aro behaving with their 
obstrnativenass, and ao far, to business has 
peta dune, About 40 so-called vegetarians 
have beon captured, of whom not more than 
half aro believed to have been concerned ia 
the magmaore. Tho Chinese did oot wish 
the foreigners to have any soy in the sxami- 
notion of these mon, while the Consuls in-

» audject, attheendof whioh he failed to send 
wreply, so the matter has besn referred to 
Peking aud the American and British Gu- 
vernments. This means a long delay, and, 
noléss recalled, the Commision expect to ba 
kept at Kucheng for weoka; some of them 
have already sant for winter clothing 

To the foreign mombars of the Oommiasion, 

saddened by the sight of 20 many belongings 
of the viotins, the vosecmly hilarity and 
thoughtless laughter of the Ohinese man- 
darine is especially disgusting. In fact, they 
have no pity for any kiod of suffering, 
neither amongat their own people or others, 
. Tho natives at Kuoheng report that many 
“Vegetarians ’ are atarving on the eurround- 
fog mountains, aod that they come down to 
tho plains at cight to forage for food. 

The report that the Viceroy’s soldiors had 
broken into Mr‘ Stewart's house, opened 
boxes, &o., was perfectly true. They tried 
to blame the watohman, living seventy yards 
off, but the evidence wae quite clear against 
the soldiers in charge of the house and res- 
pooeible for it, Low are these men to be 
punished? Tho talk in somo papers of cut-

Tho French oxpedition sent against the 
pirates who atill hold the Lyaudet family 
to ransom is getting onalowly. Tho Avenir 
of Aug. 17 says: Suppliss have run short, 
and the troops have several times had only 
half rations, Cholera hos broken out io 
tho French camp.

FRENCH TRADE IN THE EAST. 

The Avenir du Tonkin, in an article on 
the subject of the three commercial missions 
now being organised to investigate'the ro- 
Faources of South China—one by tho French 
Government, one by the Lyons Chamber of 
Commerce, and one British—points out that 
France never acems able to profit by its own 
effort, but only to benefit other countries ; 
and thie is nut only the case in China, but 
in Frevch Colonies, Wor instance, in 1894 
foreign trade in. Indo-China amounted {in 
round figures) to 147 millions, against only 
21 for Franoe; and the French figure for 
1694 was aotually nine millions leas than io 
1892! And this is in spite of the most 
stringent protective “policy. If, therefore, 
this is the best France can do in her own 
territory, what cau she doin China? Many 
Fronohmen liviog in Tonkianow nothing 
of their own colony's resaurces, exept what 
they piok up inidle talk about town, It is 
absurd to go investigating other countries 
wher Tonkin is ao littl known that the Pe- 
tit Parisien gives ir oll seriousnesa & report 
of 's columa of French troops stopped by 
tigers!’ And officials ure equally micin- 
formed; the railitary certificate boars the 
words ‘I -— ——, resident in Tonkin, 
Affica ! This ison a par with the offtcial 
list of French possessions in Africa setting 
down the Congo as‘ East Coaat.’ Yet there 
have buen many missions of investigation ; 
but apparently the French -bave not the fa- 
culty of assimilating or using the informa- 
tiva so acquired, 

To make thesa commissions practically 
‘useful, they should include mombers who 
have lived in the East some years and who 
have a rcal knowledge of Eastern countries 
and viwmorce..

‘A MODERN FIGHT AT SEA, 


AS TOLD BY AN AMERICAN, 

At last wo have got an account of a mo- 
darn sea-fight at firat hand,—s description, 
that is, of an ironclad io action from a man 
who was there, and saw the shells rip the 
armoured sides of tha ship, and the shot 
from the quick-liring guna rattle like hail 
upon the deck. In a new naval anoual— 
Per Mare—published by the’ Tower Pub- 
lishing Company, Limited, Commander P, 
N. McGiffin, through the medium of an 
interviewer, relates what ho did and anw at 
the action of the Yaloo River,—tho great 
gea-battle betweon tho Ohiness and Jap- 
snesa fleots. Commander McGiflin was 
captain of the Chen Yuen, the only Chinese 
yessel which soriously attempted to cope 
with the enemy. One naturally tarns with 
the greatest poseible-interest to this tho 
only account in existence of what, happens 
on board au ironclad when it is engoged 
with o pewerfal and skilful foe, The first 
thing to remember is that, io spite of all 
the scientific considerations to the contrary, 
and of all the lawa of probabilities, the 
jronelad somehow or other does not instant- 
ly go to the bottom. ‘The modern warship 
is clearly a taugher thing in reslity than 
she is on paper. Sho survives, in spito of 
the fact that she ought to be so riddled 
Unrough and through as to be only fit to go 
to the bottom. The next thing to remem- 
b.r is thot, owing to the quick-firiog guns, 
the storme of shot and shell are so torrific, 
that ibis only by a miracle that a men can 
face them himacl€ and survive.
